OBVIOUSLY, it’s SARATOGA for the best YEARLINGS 
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RACING REPORTS TO THE SENATE 

One of the most interesting, informative and reassuring reports 
seen for a long time has been prepared by the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau at the request of the Chairman of the Senate 
Special Committee to Investigate Organized Crime in Interstate 
Commerce. At an average cost of $450,000 annually, wholly financed 
by the 37 member tracks of the Thoroughbred Racing Association, 
the TRPB, originally under the direction of Spencer J. Drayton, 
is in full operation all over the country to protect the interests of 
honest horsemen and racing fans. 

In this report, the whole racing picture is unfolded from the 
illegal operations of touts, bookmakers, wire services to the size of 
the sport itself, its great sporting background and the extent to which 
it has captured the fancy of the public as a sport as well as a billion 
and a half dollar business that nets to 24 states allowing racing a 
revenue of $100,000,000 annually. The report goes on to show how 
this money is spent by the various states and ends with a strong and 
sincere appeal to state and federal legislation to control off the track 
illegalities such as illegal bookmaking, touts, bookmakers and gang 
controlled operators of wire services to bookmakers. 

As this report illustrates so much blame has been heaped upon 
racing through rumor, through disappointment resulting from unfor- 
tunate wagers, through attempts of dishonest. people to hide their 
own activities by placing the blame upon racing, that the opportunity 
of the protective bureau to make public the facts is most timely and 
very welcome. é 

Betting being the principal source of controversy, the report 
quite properly spends a considerable proportion of its space on all 
aspects of this phase of the sport of racing. Although $1,500,000 is 
bet through racing’s turnstiles during a given year, according to a 
Gallup pole made in June, this sum represents a fraction and a small 
fraction of betting by the American public on a wide variety of 
other activities. Many of the most crusty anti-racing crusaders 
whose role in the community as civic leaders is well known must be 
surprised at the results of Dr. Gallup’s survey. Instead of racing 
being the bete noir that leads many innocent victims down the gam- 
bler’s road the survey shows the raffle ticket of the church or lodge 
is the most popular form of gambling engaged in by 37% of the 
57% of the nation’s population who indulge in gambling or betting. 
The figures are revealing. Although 43% of the whole population do 
not bet in any form, 37% of the remainder bet on church or lodge 
raffles, 21% play bingo, 7% bet on the races and 17% bet on some 
sporting events. 

Perhaps the most significant contribution of this report, to the 
sport of racing is its analysis of a racing bet as compared to the 
games of chance and the inevitable comparison between the legiti- 
mate operation of the totalisator as compared to the speculations 
made in the world’s commodity and financial markets. 

Quoting no less an authority than Michigan’s Supreme Court the 
report states that Thoroughbred racing is not a mere game of chance 
or lottery. The court states: 

“We are convinced that, under the great weight of authority, 
pari mutuel betting is not a lottery. In a lottery the winner is deter- 
mined by lot or chance and a participant has no opportunity to exer- 
cise his reason, judgment, sagacity or discretion. In a horse race the 
Winner is not determined by chance alone as the condition, speed and 
endurance of the horse and the skill and management of the rider are 
factors affecting the result of the race.” 

Anyone who has been racing, knows the time and thought the 
average bettor gives to analyzing his chances. He will study the 
form sheets, he knows how horses run on wet tracks, on fast tracks, 
he knows whether a given horse is improving or going off his form. 
He knows the riders and their rating, he has at hand weights to be 
carried, and all breeding and other pertinent statistics. Far less study 
1s given by many individual operators on the commercia! exchanges 
in speculative so-called investments. The point to be borne in mind 
and which the report so clearly illustrates, is that the legal operation 
of race tracks is a highly competitive enterprise that brings a sub- 
stantial revenue to state and federal treasuries. It is indulged by 
men and women whg enjoy the relaxation the sport affords. A busi- 
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ness representing employment to hundreds of thousands, enjoyment 
to hundreds of thousands more in recreational facilities that-alone are 
valued at $250,000,000 not only deserves, but should be able to com- 
mand full government support. No one welcomes the Federal investi- 
gation of illegal practices in racing more than the tracks themselves. 
Illegal wires services, touting and bookmaking only retard the heal- 
thy growth of racing enterprises. With the supervision of Federal 
officials and the public’s cooperation, such practices should be out- 
lawed. Racing itself has everything to gain in this public investiga- 
tion and it should be carried through until all of the facts are public 
property, digested and understood. It is only through misunder- 
standing of the issues involved that racing can-suffer.

Bold is Virginia’s best represen- 
tative for 3-year-old honors, jbeing 
foaled at Mrs. Dodge _ Sloane’s 
Brookmeade Farm, near Upperville, 
on April 7, 1948. His sire was By 
Jimminy, best -3-year-old of 1944 
according to the polls, then standing 
at Walter Chrysler’s North Wales 
Stud. Bold is from his second crop 
of foals, and is his first stakes win- 
ner. His dam is Little Rebel, by John 
P. Grier. She won one race as a 2- 
year-old and had had one earlier 
foal, a non-starter. 

Sold has not been a lucky horse 
For a while last year he had bucked 
shins. Then he had some splints. 
And occasionally he had colds and 
coughs. The result was that he made 
his first start on November 6, and 
he won it by seven lengths. Then he 
tried for the Pimlico Futurity, and 
went away in a breathless duel with 
General Staff which took them six 
furlongs in 1:10 4-5. Big Stretch 
galloped over poth of them at tie 
end, but Bold won his private fight 
with General Staff and got second. 
His final start was in the Endurance 
Handicap. He won it, but the ste- 
wards disqualified him and put him 
second. 

This year he began with an al- 
lowance race at Pimlico which he 
won by twelve lengths. Next he 
started in a Preakness prep on May 
14, and he ran in front to the last 
sixteenth, where Alerted beat him a 
neck. It had been suggested to Joe 
Culmone that he save a little horse 
for the last furlong, but possibly 
Culmone wasn’t listening, for Bold 
went six furlongs in 1:10 3-5 this 
time, as contasted with 1:13 1-5 
which Taran took for the same dis- 
tance in the next race, also at 1 1-16 
miles. Culmone hasn’t been on Bold 
since, 

Arcaro rode him in the Preakness, 
and while he ran in front all the 
way it wasn’t at quite so hot a pace, 
and Bold pulled away to beat Coun- 
terpoint seven lengths, with Alerted 
third. It was intended to start him 
for the Belmont, but he ran again 
on June 5 against Count Turf, and 
Combat Boots, and he bucked a shin 
in the running. He has never been 
unplaced, but it was because there, 
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were only three starters in this race. 
The Saranac was his next, and I 
think he’s as good as ever. He’s won 
$107,285 now. The Travers and the 
American Derby are his logical ob- 
jectives. 


As the 3-year-old picture began 
to assume a little fixity, the 2-year- 
old one disintegrated. The current 
leader in the east is Bayard Sharp’s 
Hannibal, about which | cannot seem 
to get excited. He is by Roman— 
War Jitters, and after winning the 
Great American Stakes and upset- 
ting The Pimpernel, he won the Al- 
bany Stakes (not a handicap this 
year) quite cleverly, running his 
earnings to $20,175. He cost $15, 
600, so he’s already a bargain, and 
he now has two firsts and two sec- 
onds from five starts. 

At Arlington Park on Classic Day 
this visitor was impressed with the 
easy victory of Calumet’s 2-year-old 
Hill Gail, another son of Bull Lea. 
He had won his first race in 1:07 
1-5, and at need he ran the same 
distance in 1:04 2-5, and gave the 
impression of being able to do what- 
ever he had to do. He confirmed this 
by running off with the Arlington 
Futurity the following Wednesday, 
beating a field of seventeen others, 
and leading after the first quarter- 
mile. The Kastern invader, Primate, 
was up the track in seventh place, 
apparently unfortunate in starting 
from the No. 17 post position and 
never being able’to get in. 

Hill Gail’s dam is Jane Gail, by 
*Blenheim II. She won four races 
at two and three, and Hill Gail is 
her first foal. I couldn’t remember 
the mare, but several jockeys did, as 
being ‘‘fast but crazy.’’ Behind her 
is Lady Higloss, a Ladkin mare with 
the unusual record of racing 121 
times, over six seasons. She won 22 
of these, and had given Calumet sev- 
eral other winners, including the 


‘stakes winner High Shine. 


Hill Gail is now unbeaten in 
three starts, and he has contributed 
$68,040 toward entrenching Calu- 
met Farm in first place on the own- 
ers’ list. The Washington Park Fu- 
turity is his next big opportunity. On 
the basis of three races I am cer- 
tainly not going to suggest any seri- 
ous comparisons, but there is room 
for thought in the fact that just as 
Citation takes his last look at a race 
track, Ben Jones should be coming 
along with another Bull Lea colt, 
unbeaten at the same stage that 
Citation was unbeaten and was just 
beginning to be noticed. 

What with Citation and Hill Gail, 
Brookmeade Stable has been pushed 
back to second place. It seems large- 
ly up to Bold to remedy this.

International Aspect At Saratoga 





For Those Who Believe That the Horse 
Is King, Saratoga, Here We Come 





James Henderson 


The 1951 yearling crop consigned 
to this summer’s Saratoga Sales is 
one of the most remarkable in the 
history of horse auctions conducted 
in the United States. Never before 
has there been such a solid repre- 
sentation sired by outstanding stal- 
lions bred in other countries. 


From France, are listed the high- 
ranking stallions, *Priam II, *Goya 
Il, *Flushing II, *Amibrose Light, 
*Hierocles, *Adaris and *Basileus 
Il. The four stallions imported by 
Henry H. Knight—Priam II, Goya 
II, Hierocles and Adaris—already 
are represented by classic perform- 
ers abroad, as well as winners from 
their first crops racing in this coun- 
try at 2, including the stakes win- 
ners Cousin, by *Priam II, and Pin- 


tor, by *Goya II. *Ambrose Light is 


the sire of Volcanic, America’s rank- 
ing turf star for the past three 
years, while *Basileus [I, whose first 
American crop will be sold this year, 
was a stakes winner both in the U. 
S. and in France. 

Italy is represented by *Vezzano 
and Niccolo Dell’Arca, the latter 
now standing in the British Isles. 
*Vezzano, whose first American 
crop is racing this year, is a son of 
*Ortello, rated the best son of 
*Teddy in Europe. *Vezzano, him- 
self a champion in his 3-year-old 
campaign, has peen among the lead- 
ing sires in Italy every year since 
his get started racing, and in 1948 
set an all-time [Italian record for 
number of races won by his get with 
159. Niccolo Dell’Arca, unbeaten in 
Italy at 3, including the Italian 
Derby, is a half-brother of Nearco. 
He was 2nd on the list of leading 
sires in Ttaly one season. 

Stallions foaled in the British 
Isles, and Ireland, with yearlings 
slated to go under the hammer at 
Saratoga include *Alibhai, *Blen- 


heim II, Bois Roussel, Bright News, 
Closeburn, *Easton, ‘*Heliopolis, 
*Isolater, *Jacopo, *Mahmoud, Mid- 
as, Mirza II, *Olympic Zenith, 
*Princequillo, *Rounders, Ujiji and 
Windsor Slipper, among others. 

It is unnecessary to elaborate fur- 
ther on the exploits of those stal- 
lions among fhe above which has 
been imported to this country; how- 
ever, the credentials of Bois Rous- 
sel, Bright News, Mirza II and 
Windsor Slipper merit a brief re- 
telling. 


Bois Roussel, winner of stakes in 
France and England, including the 
English Derby, has been twice 2nd 
on the list of leading sires in Eng- 
land. The son of Vatout and Plucky 


- Liege (dam of *Bull Dog, *Sir Gal- 


lahad III, etc), has been represented 
by such noted horses as Migoli (Prix 
de l’Are de Triomphe, King Edward 
VII Stakes, etc.), Tehran (St. 
Leger), Woodburn (Cesarewitch), 
Hindostan (Irish Derby), Ridge- 
wood (St. Leger), and many other 
stakes winners. 

Bright News, a winner at 2 and 3, 
including the Irish Derby, is a son 
of the popular Hyperion horse, Star- 
dust, and from Inkling, dam also of 
Stalino, winner of the Irish 2000 
Guineas. The first foals by Bright 
News are 2-year-olds this season, 
and to June first, he has had 2 
starters and poth have won. 

Mirza II is a three-quarter broth- 
er to none other than the great 
*Mahmoud, and was never out of 
the money as a 2-year-old in Eng- 
land. He won the Bedford Stakes, 
Coventry, Chesterfield ahd Lavant 
Stakes, was 2nd in the Champagne 
and Middle Park Stakes. Mirza en- 
tered stud in France, has_ sired 
classic winners in France and_Ger- 
many, and is represented in this 
country by the fleet stakes winner 


*Northern Star, which was sold to 
Greentree Stable last year for a re- 
ported $75,000. 


One of Ireland’s greatest horses 
in the past decade is Windsor Slip- 
per, winner of the Irish Triple Crown 
of Derby (by 6 lengths), 2000 Guin- 
eas (by 3 lengths) and St. Leger (by 
10 lengths). Windsor Slipper, son 
of the champion Windsor Lad, has 
been extremely successful in his 
few crops to reach the races. His 
stakes winners include The Cobbler, 
Solar Slipper, Royal Barge, Jai Ma- 
hal, Flipper, Glass Slipper, Rosa- 
linda. 

South America’s stellar duo is 
composed of *Talon and *Rico 
Monte, which were also rivals on the 
track in this country. These South 
Americans will not have anything at 
the track until next year, but their 
current yearlings are outstanding. 


*Talon, which earned more 
money in the U. S. than any previ- 
ous importation—up until the arri- 
val of *Noor—garnered 6 wins in 
his native country before piling up 
earnings of $289,100, mainly 
through victories in such events as 
the Santa Anita Handicap, Saratoga 
Cup, and San Antonio and Mer- 
chants and Citizens Handicaps. 

*Rico Monte improved when the 
distance increased, and his earnings 
of nearly $200,000 were accumulat- 
ed mainly over classic distance: the 
Pimlico Cup (2 1-2 miles), New 
York Handicap (2 1-4 miles), Man- 
hattan Handicap (1 1-2. miles), 
among others. He does not.look par- 
ticularly like a distance sire, how- 
ever, and Saint Patrick, his own 
sire, was a begetter of versatile 
horses. 

Australia and New Zealand have 
produced a number of aces, among 
them *Bernborough, *Shannon If, 
and *Royal Gem II. “Bernie,’’ as 
most of us know, won 26 races (15 
in succession) out of 37. starts, 
earned £25,504. He could handle 
all distances and carried weight up 
to 155 pounds. From Bernborough’s 
two American crops have come the 
stakes horses Bernwood and Austra- 
Ian Ace, and the winners Bern Key, 
Count Raybern, Kyalla, Fanbor- 
ough, Sister Louise, and others. 

*Shannon Ij and *Royal Gem II 


BREEDING 


are sending their initial yearling 
crops before the plock; consequent- 
ly, much interest has been focussed 
in their direction. *Shannon II was 
a great performer both in the U. S.

Case Ace’s Role of Carrying On *Teddy 


Line Sometimes Overlooked 





When the average breeder. or 
breeding enthusiast hears anyone 
mention the “immortal *Teddy line’, 
he immediately thinks of *Bull Dog 
and *Sir Gallahad III and their pro- 
geny. *Bull Dog immediately brings 
to mind the great sire Bull Lea and 
*Sir Gallahad [II strikes up a re- 
sponding cord with Roman and any 
number of stallions plus his top 
notch rank as a broodmare sire. 
Mr. Average Breeder then comes to 
the conclusion that the *Teddy line 
will be carried on very well by the 
get of the full brothers, *Bull Dog 
and *Sir Gallahad III. 


However, keen students of breed- 
ing will tell you that another branch 
of the *Teddy family usually gets 
overlooked. This branch may even- 
tually do just as much to uphold 
the family honcer as the first two 
above mentioned sires. This line 
stems from Joseph M. Roebling’s 
Case Ace, which stands at Harmony 
Hollow Stud, Harbourton, N. J. He 
is an American son of *Teddy out 
of the Ultimus mare Sweetheart, and 
was foaled in 1934 at Meadowview 
Stud, Moorestown, N. J. Bred by the 
late F. Wallis Armstrong, he has 
done all of his stud duty in the 
“Skeeter State’. At the yearling 
sales he was bought for $10,100 and 
in two years of racing for the Milky 
Way Farm Stable, he earned $49, 
830. He entered stud for Mr. Roeb- 
ling in 1948. 


Since going to stud he has sired 
many first class horses, but this 
year one of his sons doing stud duty 
at Walter Jeffords’ Farm in Lexing- 
ton, Ky. has put the full beam of 
the spotlight on Case Ace. He is 
Pavot, a brown, 9-year-old sire out 
of the Man o’War mare Coquelicot. 
His first crop which got to the races 


this year seem to be following in , 


the footsteps of their famous sire. 
Pavot was the juvenile champion in 
1944, being undefeated in 8 starts, 
and in a 4-year racing career he 
salted down a neat $373,365 for his 
owners. Pavot had a court of 20 
mares in his first season at stud and 
up to the middle of July, 3 of them 
were winners. Numerically they are 
not many, ‘but what quality they 
possessed. They were the stakes 
winning dark pbrown filly, Cigar 
Maid, out of *Never Again II, by 
Pharos ($26,445 1st money till the 
end of June); the record breaking 
The Pimpernel, a chestnut colt out 
of the *Challenger II mare Chalara 


$13,825): and Time For Fun, out’ 


of Trace O’Fun, by Trace Call ($1, 
950). 


Case Ace, Pavot’s illustrious sire 
also has three 2-year-old winners 
this year, but his crop had 5 less 
registered foals. These include the 
2 stakes winners Blue Case (gray 
filly out of Blue Fairy, py *Gino) 
and Visible (bay colt out of the Dis- 
play mare Conspicuous). Only time 
will tell how many more 2-year-old 
winners each will add to his list for 
the balance of 1951. But judging 
from a list (as of June ist) of 
mares which dropped foals at Har- 
mony Hollow stud, and were sent to 
Case Ace, it looks like he will again 
be doing his share in carrying on 
the *Teddy line. 


Clendennin a: Ryan’s *Miss 
Trigg, by Coventry—Belle Flower, 
by Meelick dropped a chestnut colt 
by Hyperion then went to Case Ace. 
When a mare is thought good 
enough to go to the court of Hyver- 
ion, enough said. 

Mr. Roebling and John Pons own 
a chestnut filly by Case Ace—No 
Tip, by The Porter, which was foal- 
ed on March 14 of this year with 
the mare going back to Case Ace. 
She is a full sister to this year’s 2- 
year-old winning filly, Ace Tip. 

Mrs. J. A. Walker has sent the 
good 5-year-old mare, Cheesecloth, 
by Good Goods out of the outstand- 
ing Milkman mare, Cottage Cheese 
to Case Ace this year. Her foal of 
1951 is by Rosemont. 

Six of Mr. Roebling’s mares which 
were pred to Case Ace this year are: 

Black Flower, a 10-year-old 
brown mare by *Blenheim II—Lily 


Maid, by *Sir Gallahad jIf. Black 
Flower dropped a bay colt by Case 
Ace on March 23 of this year. This 
nick previously produced the win- 
ning filly Calumny. 


Twin Lakes, a 11-year-old bay 
mare by Pairbypair—Lady Teddy, 
by *Sir Gallahad [II. Her 1951 foal 
is a bay colt by Case Ace, thus a 
half-brother to the stakes winner 
Macbeth. 

Conspicuous, a dark bay mare 
(13) whose matings with Case Ace 
have produced the winners Cordon, 
Carib Song, Clusiana, Camptown 
Track, Carmagnole, and her stakes 
winning foal of 1949, Visable. In 
fact, one year (1949) this mare was 
represented on the tracks by the 
winners Cordon, Camptown Track, 
Clusiana, and Carmagnole. 

Lady Hamilton, is a T7-year-old 
mare, by War Admiral—Apogee, by 
*Pharamond II. This young mare 
dropped a chestnut filly by Case Ace 
this year. 

Pine Isle, a 10-year-old *Sickle 
mare out of Seven Pines, by Haste 
had a bay colt by Chance Shot this 
year, then visited Case Ace’s court. 

Another young mare is Sea Weed 
(7-year-old) which is by Hard Tack 
—*Cartimandua, by Caerleon. She 
had a foal of 1951 by Case Ace and 
was bred back to him. 

One can readily see from this par- 
tial list of 9 mares that fashionable 
bloodlines, and mares pred in the 
purple are being sent to Case Ace, 
and the caliber of his future get 
should be around par or better. 

However, if Mr. Roebling can re- 
peat his 1950 performance of match- 
ing pedigrees at the Virginia Horse- . 
men’s Show of Breeding Stock, look 
out. At this show the Messrs. Roeb- 
ling and Combs (Leslie B.) judged 
a yearling class, for the most likely 
to succeed on the track. The judges 
were given the pedigrees of the pro- 
spects and after getting a look at 
the entries and then studying the 
pedigrees, they gave the blue to a 
bay filly, by Roman—Roman Mat- 
ron, by Pompey, which was entered 
by Mr. and Mrs. Melville Church, 
II’s Northcliff Farm and was bred 
by Mrs. S. M. Pistorio of Maryland. 
The filly was purchased by Mrs. 
Harry M. Trotsek at the Saratoga 
Yearling Sales for $3,600. This 
starlet up to July 17, has won $80, 
785, has not been defeated in 5 
races, and her last 4 victories have 
been the Miss America, Hyde Parke, 
Pollyanna, and Arljmgton Lassie 
Stakes. With all the above build up, 
everyone should recognize the filly, 
but for those who may have been on 
a long vacation, and have not fol- 
lowed racing, her name is Princess 
Lygia. 

If Mr. Roebling does repeat this 
performance of matching pedigrees 
with some of the mares which have 
been sent to the court of Case Ace, 
the Mythical crown of the King<om 
of Pedigree Punditry is his.

Artful Dodgers 








Bookmakers Specify A Bad Paying 
Customer With Expression “It’s A 
Trodmore Account—That’s Enough”

Continuing our “Artful Dodgers” 
series, did you ever hear tell of the 
race that was never run, at the meet- 
ing that did not take place, on the 
track that did not exist? 

Yes, it really happened back in 
August 1898, and represented yet an- 
other round in the everlasting battle 
of wits between “the boys”, and the 
bookmakers. This one was a real 
“dilly” and if the author of it had 
only turned his creative talents to 
politics, he would doubtless have be- 
come Secretary of State of Great 
Britain. 

At that time keen rivalry existed 
among the credit bookmakers of Eng- 
land to obtain new business, and all 
and every inducement was being of- 
fered to the racing public in order to 
encourage them to open a “credit ac- 
count”. By this method of betting 
(which still exists) you simply send 
your commissions to your bookmaker 
via telephone, telegram, or letter, and 


pay, or receive payment, every Mon- 
day for the previous week’s racing. 
In order to garner the “hunting set” 
into the fold, several of the leading 
credit bookmakers came out with the 
blurb that they were willing to accept 
bets on _ point-to-point, and hunt 
meets. The only proviso was that the 
advance programs, and the subsequent 
results were to be published in either 
one, or both, of the two leading rac- 
ing papers of the day—The Sporting 
Life (which is still today, in England, 
what the Daily Racing Form is to us) 
or The Sportsman (now defunct). 
“The Boys” at once saw the possi- 
bility of a coup, plans were made and 
strategy laid, with all the mathemati- 
cal attention to detail that a general 
gives to a forthcoming battle. Credit 
accounts were opened around London 
with all the big bookmakers who had 
advertised, and in order to inspire 
confidence, each one was careful to 
show a small loss at the end of the 


first week or two. Every bet made 
was on a horse running at either a 
small point-to-point, or a hunt meet- 
ing, and the client’s account at the 
bookmakers soon became tagged as 
“Hunt Meet Bettor’. 

Then they got to work for the clean- 
up. Just before the annual August 
Bank Holiday, when there are liter- 
ally ‘dozens of small race meets tak- 
ing place all over England, the edi- 
tors of both The Sporting Life and 
The Sportsman received in their 
morning mail the advance program of 
the first Trodmore Hunt Meeting, 
which was to take place at Trodmore 
in the County of Cornwall. The par- 
ticulars of the meeting were printed 
on headed notepaper, and came from 
The Clerk of the Course, whose of- 
fices were listed as The Fox and 
Hounds Hotel, Trodmore. It gave a 
complete list of entries, weights, 
jockeys, owners, trainers and officiat- 
ing stewards. All of the latter were 
particularly soothing to the mind and 
eye—Sir Somebody This, Squire That, 
and even The Most Reverend Mon- 
signor O’Flaterly, to add the dual 
blessing of the Sporting Father and 
Mother Church to the affair. 

Also included were the _ starting 
times, penalties, entry fees, purses, 
and (as a delightful touch of humor) 
the usual formal notification by the 
Stewards that “any person who has 
been warned off Newmarket Heath by 
the Steward of The Jockey Club

would be liable to ejection by force 
if necessary if found at Trodmore.” 
Accompanying these particulars was 
a letter from the Clerk of the Course, 
a Captain de Courcey, asking that the 
program be published in the usual 
manner. Then, within a matter of 
hours, came a missive from a “Mr. 
Martin” of St. Ives, Cornwall. He ex- 
plained that there was. a conflicting 
hunt meet at nearby Newton Abbot 
(as indeed there was) and since all 
the racing journalists in that part of 
the country would have to attend the 
latter, Mr. Martin wondered if he 
could cover “Trodmore” for the 
Sporting Life and Sportsman. He ad- 
ded that he was a competent sports- 
writer employed by the local paper. 
He was immediately engaged via re- 
turn mail and instructed how to file 
in his “story and classified results” 
via telegram, so that they could be 
published the following day. Mean- 
while, both papers printed the “Trod- 
more Hunt” program in good faith, 
and the stage was now set for the 
final act in this comedy of roguery. 


Immediately after publication, all 
the bookmakers received via mail and 
telegram, maximum wagers on an 
animal named The Reaper in the 4th 
at Trodmore. The bookmakers’ clerk 
checked with the morning papers and 
saw that such a horse was entered in 
the feature event and the bets were 
duly recorded. None of them were 
large enough to give cause for alarm 
or hedging, and being at a small hunt 
meeting, the bookmakers knew that 
even if the horse won, the price could 
not be prohibitive, so they were, 
therefore, content to stand them. 

Promptly on time, the phantom 
race meeting got under way, and Mr. 
Martin started to send, via telegram, 
each result, complete with footnotes, 
to both papers. Just after 3:00 o’clock 
the 4th race came in, which showed 
that The Reaper had duly won at 5-1. 
The horse was listed as owned by a 
“Mr. A. S. Windle” and trained by 
“A Gyp”, which, once more, showed 
the sense of humor of the brains be- 
hind the business. In the Bank Holi- 
day rush of race results coming in 
from all over the country, the play 
on words passed unnoticed. 

The next day The Sporting Life 
and The Sportsman both carried full 
results of “Trodmore” and as it was 
a Saturday, which is the closing day 
of the betting week, checks were 
made up and mailed to everyone who 
had backed The Reaper. On subse- 
quent investigation, the cash involved 
was said to have been around ten 
thousand pounds ($50,000 at the then 
rate of exchange). As the amount 
was spread over a dozen of the larg- 
est bookmakers in England, no one 
paid any attention to the matter. 
Everyone was paid off, and on the 
Monday morning all the checks were 
cashed by “Special Clearance”. This 
is a system used in England by which, 
if you do not have a banking account 
of your own, you may go to any bank, 
and upon payment of a small fee, 
they will pay you in cash over the 
counter, after checking by telephone 
with the bank on which the check is 
issued. 

The entire business would never 
have come to light at all, had it not 
been for a printer’s error. The Sports- 
man always published a weekly sum-

Breeders of Stakes Horses 





Chances of Getting A Real Bargain At 
Yearling Sales Very Good 





Followers of Thoroughbred breed- 
ing and racing have probably read 
countless volumes on buyers who 
have invested huge sums on year- 
lings which did not bring back to 
their owners the proverbial farth- 
ing. In going over the following 
chart we got interested in this 
year’s 2-year-old stake winners, 
which were sold at the yearling 
sales last year. 

The thought struck us that your 
chances of getting a bargain and not 
a dud at the sales were probably a 
little better than 50-50. An exhaus- 
tive research could probably bring 
out figures which would tell the 
exact odds on one’s chances of com- 
ing out on top when buying a year- 
ling. 

Only the 2-year-old stakes win- 
ners were listed and checked if they 
were sold at the sales and the fol- 
lowing facts were revealed. 

Nola Hash, a dark bay filly, by 
Hash—Devie, by  *Sickle, which 
after taking down a purse of $3,840 
in the Baystate Kindergarten Stak- 
es on June 2, had won a total of 
$7,200. Chaswil Farms consigned 
her to the Keeneland Sales and 
John Annaboro and_e “°§._ Terese 
bought her for the small sum of 
of $1,100. 

Metal Mike, a chestnut colt by 
Pilate out of the Stimulus mare 
Strange Device was knocked down 
to F. E. Dixon, Jr. for $6,600. The 
colt was bred by W. P. Chrysler, Jr., 
and shipped to Saratoga by J. H. 
Clark, agt. His win in the William 
Penn Stakes got his owner $13,725. 

Red Curtice was purchased from 
the Elmendorf Farm Keeneland con- 
signment by Mrs. BE. Denemark for 
$13,500. The brown colt by Re- 
quested—Stage Sister, by *Sickle 
took home a purse of $10,250 in the 
Bashford Manor Stakes. Prior to the 
Stakes win Red Curtice had won 
$3,850. 

Out of Pavot’s first crop came 
Cigar Maid and The Pimpernel. 
Cigar Maid a brown filly out of 
*Never Again II, by Pharos, was 
bred by the Est. of K. N. Gilpin and 
sent to the Saratoga sales ring by 
Jonabel Stables. She brought $12, 
000. Her Fashion and National Stal- 
lion Stakes wins netted her $36,445. 
The Pimpernel, a chestnut colt out 
of the *Challenger IT mare, Chalara, 
was bought by W. Goadby Loew for 
$8,600, and gleaned $11,225 for Mr. 
Loew by winning the Christiana 
Stakes. This chestnut son of Pavot 
was bred by A. S. Hewitt, but was 
in the Ernst Farm Saratoga con- 
signment. 

Blue Revoke, a bay colt by Re- 
voked—Cybele, by Kayteekel stop- 


ped the hammer at $5,000 for War- 
ner L. Jones, Jr. at Keeneland, go- 
ing to Mrs. O. A. Birr. His winning 
effort in the Hialeah Juvenile Stak- 
es (1st. div.) was worth $11,225. 

Pintor, a dark bay colt by *Goya 
II—Stepladder, by Chance’ Shot 
went into the ring at Saratoga un- 
der the aegis of Larry MePhail’s 
Glenangus Farms and the buyer was 
Foxcatcher Farm. His price tag read 
$10,500 with F. W. Janson listed as 
his breeder. His Tremont Stakes 
purse on June 22 came to a figure 
of $8,450; previous to that he had 
won $4,275, paying for himself very 
nicely and the future still ahead of 
him. 

Oh Leo, a chestnut colt by Jean 
Valjean—Jane Rachel, by High 
Time won the Duncan F. Kenner 
Stakes and the ist div. of the Hyde 
Park Stakes for a net of $17,255. He 
was consigned to the Keeneland 
Sales by Keeneland Stud and J. H. 
Dunn paid the grand sum of $2,600 
for a real bargain. 

Jet Master, a hay colt by Jet Pilot 
—-Mattie J., by Gallant Sir was sent 
to Saratoga by Marlboro — Stud. 
Trainer Sol Rutchick paid $8,000 
for the youngster and sold him back 
at a profit to his breeder, Marlboro 
Stud Farm. In two stakes wins this 
youngster gleaned $27,150.50. 

Swell Dish, a bay filly by Hash 
Armature, by Display was in the 
Keeneland consignment of Mere- 
worth Farm and stopped the auc- 
tioneer’s proceedings at $2,900. The 
filly got it all hack—-plus, by win- 
ning the Debutante Stakes at the 
Fair Grounds. Her share of the 
purse was $5,010. 

Errard’s Guide, a brown colt by 
Errard---Book Guide, hy *Rhodes 
Scholar got a check (less. deduc- 
tions) of $3,000 for C. Nuckols and 
Sons’ Hurstland Farm from. the 
Breeders’ Sales Co. at Keeneland. 
He took down a purse of $8,925 in 
his first stakes win, the Joliet 
Stakes. 

Princess Lygia, from North Cliff 
Farm’s consignment (Mr. and Mrs. 
M. Church JI) gave the auctioneer’s 
gavel only a $3,600 pounding at 
Saratoga. The now 2-year-old filly 
by Roman—-Roman Matron, by 
Pomney, which was bred by Mrs. S. 
M. Pistorio of Ellicott City, Md., has 
$20,625 to show for her first two 
stakes wins, and since our tabula- 
tions were made has added $13,150, 
the ‘‘net value to winner” of the 
Pollyanna Stakes, plus the Arling- 
ton Lassie Stakes Purse. 

It is the faseination of obtaining a 
bargain that lures most buyers to 
the yearling sales, and _ frankly 





‘their chances of getting just that 


are pretty good.—Easy Mark.

Fulton Flashes Under the Wire In Ocean Purse; 
Manchon Breaks Maiden Over Fast Course

Concluding the middle portion of 
a three-week hurdle offering, Mon- 
mouth Park’s new addition to its 
annual racing program went on to 
newer and higher laurels. The high- 
light of the second week’s trio of 
hurdle events, the Ocean Purse, at- 
tracted the cream of America’s hur- 
dle campaigners. 

Contested on July 27, the 1 3-4 
mile test over 10 hurdles, lured 
seven well-matched campaigners, 
with Fulton, under F. D. “Dooley” 
Adams’ urging, reaping top honors 
in the $4,000 purse. Conceding A. 
E. Master's *Titien 2nd one pound, 
the Sanford Stud Farm’s represen- 
tative carried 150 and trounced last 
year’s hurdle champion by one 
jength. Assuming command over the 
third hurdle, the Head Play—Lark- 
quest gelding never relinquished his 
advantage for the balance of the 
journey. 

*Titien 2nd’s_ trainer, Ramon 
Bueno, sought the advantage of a 
seven pound rider allowance and the 
services of George Foot were utili- 
zed. This turned into a distinct dis- 
advantage and it is doubtful if the 
French import ever suffered such a 
badly judged race. 

3reaking on top, *Titien 2nd set 
the pace over the first two fences 
with the Grandview Stable’s Clean 
Broom. Allowed to settle into stride, 
Fulton went to the top over the third 


hurdle and retained’ this advantage . 


for the rest of the journey. It was 
here that *Titien 2nd was taken 
from a drive to a pull and ended up 
in the fifth spot, with the eventual 
winner, *Elyacin, Jam and Clean 
Broom, running as named in front. 
He remained in this position until 
the final turn, where he was taken 
on the outside, with a great loss of 
ground, and urged by his ‘“‘bug’”’ rid- 
er. He made a gallant effort, but 
could finish no closer than second, 
a length and a half in front of the 
fast closing Fonda. 


Stephen Sanford was on hand for 
the victory and following the race 
he was presented with a silver tro- 
phy in the winners’ circle. The pre- 
sentation honors were capably hand- 
led by Mrs. Allison Stern, whose 
husband’s blue and white silks have 
been prominent in the hurdle races 
at the seaside course. Pleased with 
the outcome of the race, Mr. Sanford 
announced that Fulton, who has won 
4 of his 6 starts this season, would 
be a starter in the Midsummer Hur- 
dle Handicap on Friday, August 3. 
Carrying a $5,000 added purse, the 
event will close this year’s hurdle 
racing on the major courses in New 
Jersey. ; 


Catching a fast course, which suit- 
ed her to perfection, Montpelier 
Stable’s Manchon broke from the 
maiden ranks on Tuesday, July 24. 
Meeting 11 contenders, the daughter 
of *Blenheim II—Sable Muff was 
ably handled by Albert Foot and 
scored a 3-length victory over Mor- 
ris H. Dixon’s Maryador. The latter 
finished §8-lengths to the good of 
Mrs. Henry OQObre’s outsized Short 
Circuit, in the 1 1-2 mile contest. 

This winning effort chalked up a 
double at the meeting for Trainer 
Ray Woolfe, as he had saddled Mrs. 
Corliss Sullivan’s Quiet for a victory 
the preceding week. The outing 
marked Manchon’s second trip post- 
ward at Monmouth’s hurdle session. 
Mrs. Marion duPont’s homebred was 
a starter on Tuesday, July 7, but 
showed no liking for the very soft 
course and could finish no _ better 
than seventh. 

Running with a $4,000 claiming 
tag, James F. McHugh’s Snob Tour- 
ist performed to the expectations of 
his backers on Thursday, July 26. 
Much the best, the veteran was rat- 
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ed off the early pace with Jockey 
Earl Phelps practically swinging 
against him. When turned loose on 
approaching the seventh hurdle, 
Snob Tourist left no doubt in the 
minds of his followers. Running on 
his own, he improved. his position 
with each stride and won by 8 
lengths in an easy fashion. 


Showing a flash of late speed, 
Mrs. M. S. Kirkpatrick’s Pretender 
got up to best *Marshland 2nd by a 
length for the place award. Qui Va 
La, Allison Stern’s English import 
finished fourth, but broke down 
badly and was unsaddled on the 
course. It was later learned that the 
88-year-old son of Umidwar—Fille 
de Salut, by Sansovino, would be re- 
moved from racing. Mr. Stern said 
that if a suitable home for the well- 
bred horse were offered, he would 
gladly and gratuitously dispose of 
him for stud purposes. 


Presenting an excellent brand of 
sport, Monmouth Park has introduc- 
ed many new followers to hurdle 
racing and judging from the noise 
emanating from the grandstand, 
they have thoroughly enjoved the 
offering. The publicly installed fav- 
orites have won fifty percent of the 
hurdle races, and the wagering has 
been on the improve with each day 
of this sport. Realizing that they 
were seeing the hest in the business, 
jumping ability and speed when the 
Ocean Purse was contested, the fans 
wagered a total of $95.521 on the 
field of seven topflight hurdlers. 


Monmouth Park has treated the 
new infield racing as a feature dur- 
ing the three weeks of its activity 


‘and the public has responded accord- 


ingly. It is safe to say that this divi- 
sion of racing has an assured future 
at the “Queen” of the eastern cours- 
es.

Solidarity Bred 
By L. B. Mayer, 
Painted By Slick 


The well known west coast artist, 
James N. Slick, has. recently done 
two good pictures of two of Califor- 
nia’s best known racehorses, *Noor 
and the L. B. Mayer bred Solidarity 
by *Alibhai—*Jerrybuilt, she by Em- 
pire Builder. Mr. Slick has kindly 
given The Chronicle permission to 
reprint both of these pictures in The 
Chronicle and Solidarity appears on 
the cover in this issue. The composi- 
tion is a pleasing one, nicely balan- 
ced with the horse well placed on 
the canvas. 





So much is lost in black and white 
from the original oil that it is diffi- 
cult to do a picture justice in this 
medium but the horse looks alive, 
there is a fine texture to his coat 
and he has a very bright and active 
eye which the artist commented 
upon and was able to transpose into 
his picture. 


Mr. Slick has been doing some 
splendid work in California where 
his pictures are familiar to many 
sportsmen. He has not confined him- 
self purely to racing, but has paint- 
ed hunting pictures for the members 
of the West Hills Hunt, Percy Dunn, 
M. F. H. of the recently recognized 
California foxhunting organization, 
as well as show horses. His horses 
are most realistic, his background 
typical natural California scenes. His 
action technique of horses racing is 
particularly good and he has shown 
himself as capable to portray a 
horse running as well as posed. 

Solidarity, the subject of this 


‘painting is a horse of real racing 


class standing at Canoga Park, Cali- 
fornia having been retired with win- 
nings of something over $350,000. 
He was able to beat both *Noor and 
Ponder in his 4 year old year in the 
San Pasqual Handicap. He was im- 
piessive as a 2 year old, earning 
$41,485. At 3 he won stakes includ- 
ing the Westerner Handicap. At 4, 
as winner of the $100,000 Holly- 
wood Gold Cup beating Ace Admir- 
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mary of racing as well as its daily 
results, and in its weekly edition 
(which was printed six days after the 
ghost meeting had been held) it show- 
ed The Reaper as having won at 5-2 
instead of 5-1. An alert bookmaker’s 
clerk noticed this, and knowing that 
it would make a considerable differ- 
ence to his firm’s losses, called The 
Sportsman for a verification. They, 
in turn, found that they had destroy- 
ed “Mr. Martin’s” results and hasten- 
ed to get in touch with him for a re- 
check on The Reaper’s starting price. 
They quickly found that he couldn’t 
be located, and, furthermore, they 
were advised by The Postmaster Gen- 
eral that no such place as “Trodmore” 
existed! When the bookmakers check- 
ed on their winning clients, they 
found that all of them had operated 
from an “accommodation address” in 
their respective neighborhoods and 
had suddenly departed for parts un- 
known. 


When it became clear that the 
whole business was a gigantic hoax, 
everyone saw the humor of it and all 
England roared with laughter. How- 
ever, it is doubtful if the editors of 
either The Sporting Life, or The 
Sportsman thought it very funny, but 
they were the first to admit that they 
had been completely duped. One of 
the bookmakers who had been caught 
even capitalized on the affair by run- 
ning an advertisement soliciting new 
business, but which said in paren- 
thesis, in conclusion, “But, please, 
please, do not bet at Trodmore.” 


As for “The Trodmore Syndicate” 
as they came to be known, nothing 
more was ever heard of them, and to 
this day if one bookmaker wishes to 
inform another that a customer is 
“bad pay” he will say “it’s a Trod- 
more Account’’—that’s enough.

Humphrey S. Finney, acting for an 
undisclosed buyer, came up with the 
flashy price of $42,000 for the bay 
son of War Admiral—Myrtlewood, by 
Blue Larkspur, consigned to the 
Keeneland vendue by Leslie Combs II 
of Lexington, Kentucky, to top the 
first day’s sales. This colt is Myrtle- 
wood’s farewell to the sales ring, as 
she died foaling this youngster. 

Just as dispersal sales history was 
made a few years back when L. B. 
Mayer sold all of his Thoroughbreds, 
so the return of this former owner- 
breeder brought out the large figures 
on opening day of the Keeneland 
Summer Sales at Lexington, Ky. 

Mr. Mayer~ paid $13,000 for the 
only Bimelech filly consigned to the 
sale, a bay filly out of *Belle Cane, 
by *Beau Pere, from the stable of 
Leslie Combs II.

Developing Pack Requires Careful Selection 


Of Good Hunting Hounds From Best Available . 


Stock; Foxhunters Seldom Part With Good Ones 





George Cole Scott 


We have often been asked how 
one goes about building up a good 
pack of hounds. Where can they be 
obtained? How does a new hunt get 
started, or an existing pack improve 
its quality? We shall continue to 
deal with these problems as they are 
encountered at the smaller hunts, 
operating on limited budgets and 
with a minimum of professional 
labor. 

Let us assume that the Master 
and Hunt Committee have decided 
that the existing pack is not satis- 
factory. Perhaps no _ particular 
breeding policy has been followed, 
perhaps there are too many differ- 
ent types of hounds, too much vari- 
ation in size or color, or perhaps the 
pack just doesn’t hunt a fox proper- 
ly. Whatever the reason one thing 
is certain. They cannot arbitrarily 
dispose of the whole pack and buy 
a new one. Except under very rare 
circumstances there is never a pack 
of hounds for sale. To make it more 
difficult, there are seldom any real- 
ly good entered hounds to _ be 
bought. For obvious reasons no Mas- 
ter is going to part with his best 
hounds. The process of building a 
good pack, therefore, can be done 
onfy by patience and intelligent 
planning, assisted by the coopera- 
tion of the Masters of other packs. 

At the outset it is essential that 
a very definite breeding policy be 
established. We will not undertake 
to say whether it should be Ameri- 
can, cross-bred or English hounds. 
There are such a variety of hunting 
conditions in the United States that 
it would ‘be impossible for even the 
most ardent supporter of any of 
these breeds to say which should 
be selected. One may, however, look 
at what others are doing in neigh- 
boring parts of the country, and 
profit by their experience. However, 
we definitely advise not to under- 
take initiating a cross breed. First 
generation crosses of English and 
American hounds are often success- 
ful but after that anything can hap- 
pen unless one is prepared for a 
large breeding program and a long 
pull. If a cross-bred pack is 
what is needed, one should start 


with cross-bred stock and® only 
occasionally bring in an English or 
American dog or bitch for an out 
cross. Once the decision has been 
made it should tbe defined by the 
Hunt Committee as a policy to be 
followed by all future Masters. This 
is most important. There is a con- 
siderable turnover of Masters at 
most American hunts. If each were 
to inject his own ideas about breed- 
ing, the hope of ever attaining a 
really good pack of hounds would be 
utterly impossible. 


The next rtep is to visit the ken- 
nels of several of the larger packs 
which breed the type of hounds de- 
sired. Perhaps one may only obtain 
advice, which will be worthwhile, 
but he may find there are drafts of 
hounds available to him. These may 
be classified in three groups: 


1. Drafted young Entry: These 
are the year-old puppies which have 
not yet been taken into the pack. 
They are usually the culls. When the 
puppies come in from walk in the 
Spring, the Master will pick the best 
for his own use and will sell or de- 
stroy the remainder. Occasionally 
he may have bred more bitches than 
necessary and a few good young 
entry will be drafted, but with the 
present day cost of distemper shots, 
feeding and other expenses, this will 
be infrequent. Hounds obtained from 
this source, therefore, will seldom 
become the basis of future blood 
stock in the pack. 


2. Drafted Entered Hounds: At 


a few establishments in this coun- ° 


try the Master has so perfected his 
pack that he can afford to draft 
good hounds which do not quite 
comply with his standards of color 
or size or which are a little too fast 
or too slow for the remainder of his 
pack. If one is fortunate enough to 
obtain these he may get something 
pretty good. Along with them, how- 
ever, will be the babblers, the skir- 
ters and the good looking hounds 
that just won’t hunt. We will say 
here, however, that most Masters 
are sincerely interested in helping 
the smaller hunts improve their

acks and would prefer to knock 
the real duds on the head rather 
than to perpetuate unfavorable 
characteristics. 

3. Old Bitches: Here xs the best 
souree for the future of a pack. Bit- 
ches who have hunted well and 
proved their worth, but have slow- 
ed down too much to keep on, may 
often be purchased at a reasonable 
cost. They may be bred at the ken- 
nel from which they originate, or 
may be taken to a dog at another 
pack. It ista regular custom among 
Masters of Hounds to allow such ser- 
vices. The chief drawback to this 


plan is that old bitches often have 
small litters, but for the sake of ob- 
taining a few wellbred, well built 


hounds, it is worthwhile to pursue 
this source of supply to the limit. 


In addition to drafts of hounds 
from organized packs one may be 
tempted to seek assistance from the 
night hunters. Many of these keep 
small packs and are willing to sell 
some of their best, both to help pay 
expenses and because they do not 
wish to feed more than two or three 
couples. These hounds, however, are 
individual hunters. They have been 
pred primarily for field trials and 
to hunt independently and without 
discipline. Occasionally one will do 
well in an organized pack, but at 
the risk of bringing down the wrath 
of their supporters on our head, we

will say that generally speaking, the 
Walker, Trigg and other hounds 
bred and trained for field trials 
are unsuitable for our’ kind 
of hunting. If the Master wishes to 
hunt his hounds, and not just listen 
and follow, he must have hounds 
that hunt as a pack. These hounds 
however, will form a good blood 
stock and their offspring may be 
trained to disciplined hunting. 

A final possibility is to take some 
of the bitches in the already exist- 
ing pack to the best dog hounds 
available. Hounds that are neither 
in the Stud Book nor have ideal con- 
formation may have been outstand- 
ing in the field and it is worth while 
giving them a try. Their offspring 
should be drafted ruthlessly if they 
do not measure up to expectations. 

Whether one is looking for drafts 
of hounds or is breeding at his own 
kennel, the preeding season is dur- 
ing that six months of the year 
when the members and subscribers 
have their horses out at grass and 
are giving little thought to the hunt. 
It is during this period that the 
Master lays the foundations for his 
future pack. He will be fortunate if 
nature provides him with the op- 
portunity to breed early in the 
Spring. It is most desirable that all 
bitches should whelp before June. 
They will thrive in the summer sun 
if individual portable runs can be 
arranged on fresh grass apart from 
the regular kennel. One solution is 
a low fence that will retain the 
whelps but allow the bitch to come 
and go as she pleases. A simple box 
or kennel will give sufficient shel- 
ter. In a warm climate it will be bet- 
ter to use no bedding at all unless 
cedar shavings are available. Unused 
box stalls are often damp and un- 
sanitary and should be avoided. 

The number of whelps to retain 
in each litter will always be a pro- 
blem. It is next to impossible to tell, 
when they are one or two days old, 
which will be the stronger and for 
want of a better method, they may 
be selected by color. We would sug- 
gest retaining not more than six, 
but if one breeds a particularly good 
bitch and wishes to retain the whole 
litter it may be advisable to breed 
another at the same time to nurse 


wart of the prize litter. 

If good records have been kept 
and one knows when a bitch will be 
in heat, she should be wormed two 
weeks before she is bred and again 
two weeks after she returns from 
the dog. Whelps must first be 
wormed when they are 6 weeks 
old and again at 8 and 10 
weeks. They may be weaned on pre- 
pared puppy food, cream of wheat 
and, when they are eight weeks old, 
small quantities of canned horse 
meat. As soon as they are on a solid 
diet they may be given cod liver oil. 
This should be increased until they 
are receiving one teaspoonful a day 
by the time they are twelve weeks 
old. Distemper shots are expensive. 
One must decide when they are six- 
teen weeks old, which puppies are 
to be retained and have them innoc- 
ulated. The others should be dis- 
posed of immediately. Both the 
bitch, while she is with her whelps, 
and the puppies should be given as 
much milk as the budget. will stand. 
There are several brands of prepar- 
ed powdered milk just for this pur- 
pose. The future health, bone struc- 
ture and conformation of the hound 
depends more on how he is fed and 
conditioned in these early months 
than at any other time in his life 
and a little additional expenditure 
will pay big dividends.

Greek Warrior, a 9-year-old stallion 
was bred by Henry H. Knight and is 
by *Mahmoud—Gay Crest, by *Phara- 
mond II. He was a capable perform- 
er for Mrs. Helis and won over $60,- 
000 during his racing career. 

William Helis, Jr. represented his 
father’s estate in the transaction, with 
Henry J. Knight, his father’s close 
friend and advisor.—Easy Mark.

REAL SPORTSMEN 

For those connected with the rac- 
ing and breeding industry who are 
in doubt and are inclined to dispute 
the fact that the real sportsmen in 
racing are the chasing enthusiasts, 
we offer the following interesting 
facts. 

The 1951 American Racing Man- 
ual lists 394 horses (if our figures 
are correct) which down through 
the years have won over $100,000. 
Out of this total seven, and only 
seven, were performers over jumps.

It is really remarkable to 
what lengths ’chasing enthusiasts 
back the sport once it gets in their 
blood. 

It doesn’t take a degree appended 
name to figure out how slim the 
flat owner’s ranks would get if they 
worked under the same conditions 
and were given the same opportuni- 
ties as owners of jumpers. ;
